Purpcse 


The purpose of this report is to provide some historical and other 
general background information about this Local. The accuracy 

of some of this information is unknown; opinions and conclusions © 
are based upon best available data. 


It should be noted that IBT Local 200 in Milwaukee has been 
targeted by Chicago - OOCR as a major project under the Mission 
Statements for 1980 - 1981 recarding organized crime - labor 
racketeering activities in the Milwaukee area and throughout the 
State of Wisconsin. 


Early History 


Teamsters Local 200 dates to about 1934 which is when FRANK H. 
RANNEY, a principle figure in Local 200 activities for many 
years and a prominent Wisconsin Teamster (politically), became 

a member. RANNEY became a Local 200 BA in 1937 and later served 
as President, Trustee, Recording Secretary, and finally as 
secretary-—Treasurer. 
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In 1951, Local 200 was placed under trusteeship and RANNEY was 





appointed Administrator. About a year later, he ran for 
Secretary-Treasurer and was elected; he was re-elected each 
time until he resigned in July, 1971. At that time, he-was 
appointed a Trustee on the Executive Board of Local 200, a 
position he held until July, 1976. 


RANNEY, through Local 200, became a "power" not only locally in 
Milwaukee, but also through his position as Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Wisconsin Teamsters Joint Council 39 (1956 - 1971) and as 
a Union Trustee on the Teamsters Central States Southeast and 
Southwest Areas Pension Fund (1968 - 1976). In October, 1976, 
RANNEY was forced to resign as a Central States Trustee because © 
of several large questionable loans which he and other Trustees 
had approved to underworld figures/interests. 


Tt should be noted that the current Secretary-Treasurer, JAMES 
JESINSKI, is thought of as RANNEY'S protece, and it is believed 
that RANNEY can and does exert considerable influence/control 
over Local 200 through JESINSKI. 


In about 1972 - 1973, IBT Local 225 (Milk, Ice Cream and Dairy), 
Local 242 (Municipal Truck Drivers), and Local 257 (Coal/Ice 
Drivers), all were dissolved and merged into Local 200. JOSEPH 
CAMINITI, the reputed underboss to Milwaukee LCN head FRANK 

PETER BALISTRIERI, and long-time Secretary-Treasurer of Local 257, 
attempted to push his two sons-in-law into positions of power 
within Local 200. CAMINITI was unsuccessful in the case of 

DOMINIC CEFALU, but he did get son-in-law MICHAEL ENEA an appointed 
BA position, which he (ENEA) still holds today. CLIFF EILS, 
long-time President of Local 257, was unable to secure any "position" 
within Local 200 after the merger. 


Present Day Background 


Teamsters "General" Local Union No. 200 is affiliated with the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen, 
and Helpers of America (IBT). Local 200 operates under the IBT 
Constitution (1976) and its own set of By-laws. 


Local 200 organizes and claims trade jurisdiction over many 
different industries through the trucking industry in the form of 
drivers, helpers, warehousemen, dockmen, and other workers.

Local 200 Executive Officers are President, Vice President, 
Recording Secretary, Secretary-Treasurer, and three (3) 
Trustees. These officers constitute the Executive Board of this 
Union. Elections are held every three (3) years; the next 
election is to be in December, 1982. 


Although Local 200 is essentially a Milwaukee area operation, it 
is the largest Teamster local in Wisconsin with over 10,000 
members. The only other IBT local in Milwaukee is Local 344, 
(about 3,000 members), a Sales/Service Industry Local.

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Local 200 - Organized Crime Ties 

In the past several years, documents have been filed in Federal 
District Courts in civil actions regarding irregularities and 
highly suspect activities involving Teamster Central States 
Pension Fund loans to organized crime figures and interests. 

As a Trustee for the CSPF (1968 - 1976), FRANK H. RANNEY was 
suspected of "facilitating" some of these loans to mob interests. 
RANNEY has publicly acknowledged a long-time close personal | 
relationship with FRANK BALISTRIERI, head of the Milwaukee LCN

While the extent of influence over Local 200 by old Local 257's 
JOSEPH CAMINITI is unknown, the fact that CAMINITI was considered | 
to be the "underboss" to BALISTRIERI cannot be ignored. . 


Beginning in 1978 and 1979, new investigative probes into the 
BALISTRIERI LCN family were pursued by the FBI, the Milwaukee :
